The absorption of the fluid can best 
be assisted by applying Heat especially 
from a deep therapy lamp. An elec- 
trical treatment called diathermy ts 
the best way of all for applying deep 
heat to the pleura. This is best given 
in a doctor's office or by a portable 
apparatus which can be used in the 
patient’s home. If you do not have 
this treatment available, apply moist 
heat from hot towels or hot water 
mottles. The heat assists the lym- 
phatics to carry away the excessive 
fluids. After the pain has gone, try 
deep breathing as much as possible 
to prevent the formation of perman- 
ent adhesions.

Grants now totalled $1,363,538.06,

There was now invested in school 
Property a total of $20,000,000. 
Salaries paid teachers throughout 
the province totalled for the year 
$6,243,000 and the tota) cost of opera- 
tion of schools was $10,086,000. 
pri with the organization of 
districts he said the peak was reached 
in 1911 when 282 new districts were 
brought into being. In 1921 there 
were 86 created. The low level had 


been reached {n 1925, but in 1929 there | 


were 75, the largest number of any 
single year since 1921. 

School enrolment last year totalled 
104,850, an increase in 10 years of 
43,283, while rooms operating totalled 
5345, an increase in 10 years of 1217. 

The percentage of schools operating 
was 93 per cent, against 66 per cent

Snce was 87.28 per cent, as against | 


82.51 in the period 10 years ago, Rural 
schools in which Grade VIII exams 
were written totalled 1804 while Grade 
IX exams were written in 841 and 
Grade X in 357.

Speaking of high schools, ne, said | 


that the number of rural schools hav- 
ing Grade IX pupils was 841 and in 
Grade X and other grades above 
Grade VIII the total was 357. In 1922 
the total was 327. There were 13 rural 
high schools in 1929 as against none 
10 years ago. 

Enrolment in high schools 
19,433, an increase in 10 years of 
11,501, and a percentage inerease jn 
three years of 34. In the matter of 


per cent increase in high school en-! 
rolment from 1921 to 1927 Alberta | 


showed a gain of 119.6 per cent, the 
highest of any province in the Dom- 
inion. British Columbia was second 
with 90.8 pér cent. 

The percentage of tetal school en- 
rolment in high school grades was 
11.78, as against 6.53 10 years ago. 

In addition the teachers were better 
trained. Academic requirements had 
been raised and length of training 
periods increased. Facilities for prac- 


tice teachng had been increased and | 


a school of education had been or- 


ganized at the U. of A. for the train- | 


ing of graduate teachers. A school 
book branch of the department had 
been established. 

Unit System 

There had been a revision of the 
curriculum. The unit system had been 
adopted in h'gh school grades and the 
lst of authorized text books revised. 

Overcrowding in schools to the east 
of this city, particularly in those at- 
tended by the “new Canadians’ had 
been greatly overcome and more than 
100 Instances were available of one 
room schools being converted Into two 
room. 

Speaking of the correspondence 
courses, he said that 1500 .students 
had received instruction since the 
course had been opened. Nearly 400 
were at work now, Last year there 
were 16 Grade VIII pupils. 

The minister warmly defended his 
new School Act, pointing out many 
of his reasons for advocating its adop- 
tion and dissecting arguments ad- 
vanced against it. 


Scarlet Fever Is 
Still Prevalent 
Here M.H.O. Says 


Scarlet fever is still quite prevalent 
in the city, according to Dr, R. B. Jen- 
kins, medica] health officer, 14 cases 
being reported this week following the 
16 cases reported last week, Health 
department offictals believe that the 
present prevalence of the disease is 
mainly due to a woman who failed to 
report what she believed to be a case 
of German measles and which later 
proved to be ecarlet fever. ‘The wo- 
man sent the boy back to school but 
he was sent home by his teacher, 

Dr. Jenkins believes the disease ts 
now under control, however, Several 
homes have been quarantined. 

A tota! of 15 cases of communicable 
disease were reported this week, an 
increase of four over last week. In 
addition to scarlet fever this week's 
reports included: Chickenpox, 
measles, three; mumps, 41; whooping 
cough, eight, erysipelas, one.

R, H, Parkyn, Labor, Calgary, was 
lead-off man and he was succeeded b 
Hon, J. F. Lymburn, attorney general, 
who in turn gave way to his colleague, 
Hon, Perren Baker, minister of educa- 


tion, who was succeeded by Mr, 
Frame. 
Both Hon. Mr. Baker and Mr, 


Parkyn fell afoul of the 45 minute 
rule and were prompily checked up 
by Mr. Speaker G. N. Johnston. 

Both house and galleries were given 
a lively session, one which reached its 
climax when the attorney general took 
the floor and counter-attacked on the 
criticisms that had been directed at 
him and his department during the 
debate and chiefly those fired by 
Joseph T. Shaw, K.C,, Liberal leader, 

Hon. Mr. Lymburn was in real 
fighting trim. 

He first dealt with Mr. Shaw's 
allegation that “synthetic” beer was 
being supplied to the cash customers 
of the vendors. He thought the Lib- 
eral leader, in making this assertion, 
exceeded the bounds of good 
taste, That the taste of the beer was 
good could be proved by a recent 
report from a firm of Chicago experts 
who pronounced the current product 
decidedly superior to the pre-war 
beverage and entirely free injurious 
substances of any kind whatsoever. 

Possibly, suggested the minister, the 
beer complained of had been obtained 
from other than authorized sources. 

States Liquor Views 

While on his feet, the minister said 
he had no objection to stating his) 
views on the liquor question, He was 
firmly convinced that the country 
would be a far, far better place to live 


| in if no liquor of any kind was sold, 


He reminded the house, however, 
that neithe? he nor any members of 
the government were there to enforce 


the house. Furthermore, he fully sub- 
scribed to the view of Premier J. E. 
Brownlee that the drink evil could 
not be eradicated by legislation. He 
thought that it would be necessary to 
embark upon an extensive campaign 
of education spreading over several 
years to educate the public to the 
advisability of leaving liquor alone, 
Appeals to Press 

The minister then directed his at- 
tenfion to Mr. Shaw's allegation that 
he had a “flair for publicity.” This 
allegation he violently objected to. 

He was certain that ample evidence 
could be adducted from members of 
the press gallery to show that he was 
not seeking publicity and that some 
of them had said he was “too canny 
and Scotch” when they called on him 
in the course of their duty of news 
gathering. 

In talking about publicity, he cau- 
tioned that HF acters who live in glass 
houses shouldn't throw stones,” and 


self displayed a “flair for publicity” 
when he had, at the conclusion of his | 
speech in the debate made his an- 
nouncement in regard to his resigna- 
tion #s leader of the provincial party.
